It wus im m ediately affor 
the death of General Grant. 
T he re 
porter had goim to the Log an residence 
to interview the g eneral about some 
matter then before congress. 
The g e n ­ 
eral w as in bed, and the reporter was 
shown to his room. Jn the course of the 
evening Mrs. Log an entered the bed 
chamber and took part in the conversa 
tion. 
In her hand she held a letter, the 
contents of w hioh her husband knew 
about. 
She w anted to g ive it to the re­ 
porter, but the g eneral objected. 
But 
as the newspaper man started to leave 
Mrs. Logan slipped the envelope into 
his hand. 
The next m orning nearly 
every newspaper in the country printed 
t copy of it. 
it was a rare and 
locnment. 
< olonel A lexander ( i. Horn of Morirli 
an, M iss., then tin* editor of The D aily 
Mercury, was its author. 
T he letter 
was intended as an explanation of an 
editorial that had appeared a few w eeks 
before in 'The Meroii/y. 
Colonel Horn 
and J . J , r hunuon w ere associates in 
1 he publication of tin* aforesaid journal. 
On the m orning fo llo w in g the death of 
the hero of A ppom attox The Mercury 
ontnined one of the m ost cruel articles 
ibout General Grant ever printed by a 
press. 
If dared any true southerner to 
g rieve or show sig ns of sorrow over his 
lemise. 
It called upon the people of 
D ixie lan d to exu lt and rejoice at the 
death of the man w h o hud slain their 
sons and burned their homes. 
The poo 
pie of M eridian w ere astounded. 
They 
Went to the editor, Uolonel Horn, aud 
asked him . in the nam e of peace, to 
write another article w ith d raw in g it. 
He was obdurate and instead of doing 
as his neig hbors w ished dictated auoth 
or one equally as fierce as the first.. 
At that m om ent flu* nam e of Uolonel 
Shannon w as before the senate aw aitin g 
confirmation as postmaster at Meridian.’ 
An enem y of his, k now in g tin* love that 
General Log an bud for General Grant, 
inclosed eop es of flu: paper to him, ex- 
peci.ing thus Logan w ould oppose Shan 
n o n ’s nom ination. 
Shannon and Horn 
had a dispu te over the editorial, and 
their relations became so strained that 
a street duel was only averted by' the 
interference of m utual friends. 
Uolonel 
Horn h letter to General Log an w as to 
the effect, that ( ’olonel Shannon w as in ­ 
nocent of the article and had know n 
nothing about it until he saw it in the 
paper. 
1 cannot quote the letter w ith 
literal exactness, but 
1, part of it w as a-, 
follows: 
“ N o; 
Shannon had nothing to do 
w ith it. 
In the first 
place he h asn ’t 
senso enoug h to conceive such a sen ti­ 
ment as w as expressed in the ed itoiial 
aud it he had he w ould be too cowardly 
to w rite it. He is m y partner, I am sor­ 
ry to say, but bv m aking him postmaster 
you w ill afford mo the opportunity of 
g ettin g rid of him. 
“ Aud \\ by not take him , J ohn? There 
is a m ig hty m urow strip between the 
radical republicanism that you repre­ 
sent and the ( l o w l an d Mug vvunipery 
that Shannon tries to represent. 
H e is 
not ii Democrat, never w as and never 
w ill be.

T he San J oee valley lies on e i ­ 
ther side of the stream for a distance of 
f*0 miles, and is from one to 20 m iles 
wide. To the north of the valley lie the 
San J uan mountains, w hioh are part 
and portion of the Sierra Madre. 
A t 
J oinez, w hich is the only settlem ent for 
50 m iles 111 any direction, and w h ich of 
itself is only a ham let, you w ill find a 
dozen people w h o can relate the story of 
“ The Ton of Gold. ” 
A w ay back in the fifties three M exi­ 
can prospectors and m iners left Santa 
Fo, w hich w as then little more than a 
trading post, and penetrated into the San 
J uan m ountains. T he Indians w ere h os­ 
tile and w atchful, bears and mountain 
lions ready to attack them at every turn, 
and for s» veral m onths the men w ere in 


creek. 
Here and there one could easily 
g et down to the water, but in other 
places it flowed throug h rocky canyons, 
w ith 
banks rising up like w alls to a 
heig ht of 200 feet.

o f m en need try. 
Hud 
the Indians w ho made their 
hom e in the footh ills and the fastnesses 
of th e m ountains been at peace w ith 
m ankind the natural difficulties w hich 
beset us would have been hard enoug h 
to overcome, but w e were beset by the 
hostile« alm ost Iron» the outset. 
They 
w ere the rem nant of a band of reneg ade 
A paches w h o had never made 
peace 
and could 
never he induced to, and 
they w ere 
firm 
in 
their determ ina­ 
tion to keep both Americans and M e xi­ 
cans out of the San J uan m ountains. 
T h e rang e w as their hom e and their 
strong hold and they also knew of the 
g old and g athered more or less of it. On 
the second day out of J cmez, before we 
w ere fairly in the m ountains, w e w ere 
suddenly attacked by about 50 Indians, 
armed w ith bows and arrows. 
F ortunately w e were not taken en tire­ 
ly by surprise and had a strong position, 
aud after a fig ht of tw o hours, during 
w h ich w e killed and wounded nine or 
ten of them, they drew off and let us 
pass on. 
1 rorn all accounts the exp ed i­ 
tion w hich had preceded us had entered 
the rang e of m ountains from the south, 
traveled 
a distance of 50 or 60 m iles 
rig ht into the heart of the great h ills 
and had found the creek in a particu­ 
larly wild and rug g ed section. 
But tor 
the pack animals we 
could of course 
have got along much faster, but it had 
been determined that 
they should ae 
company us, and in aiding them along 
our progress sometimes did not exceed 
five miles per day. 
While 
the Indian* 
did not attack in a 
body again sm all 
parties of tw o or three constantly har­ 
assed us, aud at the end of the fifth day 
w e had tw o men wounded by their ar­ 
rows aud one 
of the mule* killed o u t­ 
right. 
I11 return w e had 
killed 
or 
wounded four or five more Indians. 
W e were 
18 days penetrating to the 
spot w hich all agreed answered in 
a 
g eneral w ay to tho description of the lo ­ 
cality w here tiie g old had been found. 
It w as a sink, or basin, iu the heart of 
tho rang e, w hich m ig ht have been the 
crater o f a volcano hundreds of years 
ago.

I hav e mo n» than o nce explained il In tiieso 
dispatches, but In the.se times o f rum o r 
and anxiety It is well to speak plainly to 
av ert iH)s« jiblo misunderstanding, 
C uba u lu d c p cn tle u c e . 
If elrcumstano t's will lo t tho president 
alo ne, so that he may carry o ut his pro - 
grainmo w itho ut Interference, he will 
press steadily, but flnnly fo rwjv nl t<*wnnl 
the v irtual Indepo ndence o f Cuba under 
American pro icctio n.
